S.R.O. 139 .—In exercise of the power conferred by the 
prov'so to .irtide 309 of the Conititullon, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Gene- 
rol Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules 1960 , namely;— 

1 . ( 1 ) These rules may be called the General Provident 

Fund CDefence Services) Amendment Rules, 1991 . 

( 2 ) They shall cMiie into force on the date of their 
publicatioa In the OflSctal Gazette. 

2 . In the General Prov'dent Fund (Defence Services) 
Rues, 196 Q (h^'T^'in-after referred to as the said rules). 

In nde 2 , in sub-rule 1 , in the note under clause (c) after 
the word 'subscriber* the words, figures and broskeis ‘or a 
weird under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1590 ( 8 of 1890 ) 
who lives with the Government servant and Is treated as a 
momber of the family and to whom the Government servant 
has, through a special will, mven the same status as that of 
a natural bom cMId^ ahaJI be added. 

3 l In mle 5 of the sa'd rules for the NOTE under sub¬ 
rule ( 7 ) of rhe following NOTE shall be substituted, namely : 

“NOTE in this rule, unless the context otherwise requires. 
*pcrson’ or ‘persons’ shall include a company or 
M.sociatioti or body of individuals, whether Incor¬ 
porated or not. It shall also nclude a Fund such 
as the Prime Minister's National Relief Fui'.d or any 
charitable other Trust v,r Fund, to which nomination 
may be made through the Secretary or other execu¬ 
tive authorised to received payments." 


4. In rule 7 of the sa d rules, in sub-rules, in sub-rule (1) 
the NOTE shall be numbered as NOTE 1 thereof, and after 
the NOTE 1 so numbered, the following NOTE shall be 
added, ntontly 

“NOTE 2 : A Subscriber need not subscribe durio* « 
period treated as diei-non". 

5. In rule 10 of the said rules the serond piovIm) to tUb- 
rule 3, shall bo omitted. 

6 . In mla 11 of the said mies, after sub-rule (6), th* 
following sub-rule shall be added, namely 

7. In case a subscriber is found to have drawn from tbs 
Fi.nd an amount in excess of the amount standing to Ws 
credit on the date of the drawal, the over drawn amoimv, 
irrespective of whether the overdrawal occurred in the corns* 
of an advance or a withdrawal or the final payment from th» 
fund, shall be repaid by him with interest thereon, in on* 
lampsum, or in default, be ordered to be recovered by de¬ 
duction in one lumpsum, from the emoluments of the sub¬ 
scriber. If the total amount to be recovered is more 
than half of the subscriber’s emeduments. recoycriss shall bo 
made in monthly instalments of moieties of h'l emolumen's 
till th« entire amount together with interest, is recovered. Th* 
rate of interest lo be charged on. such overdrawn amouni 
shall be 2-112 percent oi'er and above the normal rats on pro¬ 
vident fund balance under sub-rule (I), The interest realised 
on such overdrawn amount shad he credited to Government 
account under a distinct snb head 'Tntercst on overdrawal* 
from the provident Fund" under the head ‘‘0049 Interest 
Receipts-60~O'her interest receipts of Central Oovemment- 
SOO-other receipts". 

7. In rule 12 of the said rules (1) in lub-iule (I), I* 
clause (c), — 

(a) the words "of' himself of his children or of any 
other person actually dependent on him” shall b« 
omitted; 

(b) after the words 'appropriate to the’ the word 
“subscriber's ’’ shall be inserted; 

(2) !n sub-rule (1), clause (f) shall be omiried; 

(3) after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall bt 
inserted, namely : 

“(lA) The President may, in. special circumstances, * 
sanction payment to any subscriber of an advance, 
if ho i.s s.ifisfied that the subscriber concerned rc- 
qu’res the advance for reasons other than tho»* 
specified in .sub-rule (1).” 

(4) after sub-rule f2) and bofbre notes thereunder th* 
following sub-rules shall be added namely : 

"(3) When an advance is sanctioned under vnb-mie 62), 
before repayment of last instalment of any previous 
advance is completed, the balance of any previom 
advance not recovered shall be added to the ad¬ 
vance so sanctioned and the instalments for reco¬ 
very shall be fixed with reference to the consolidated 
amount." 

(4) After sanctioning the advance, the amount shall be 
drawn on an anthorisaflon from the Accounts Officer in case 
where the application for final payment had been forwarded 
to the Accounts Officer under clause (il') of sub-rule f3) of 
rule 34. 

8 . In rule 13, of the said rules, in fUb-rule 3 the follow¬ 
ing proviso shall bo added, namely : 

"Provided that, before such advance is disallowed, th« 
subscriber shall be given an opportunity to expla'e 
to the sanctioning authoritv in writing and wiihln fif¬ 
teen days of the rece'pt of the communicston why 
the repayment shall not be enforced and if tn ex¬ 
planation Is submitted by the subscriber within th* 
said period of fifteen days, ‘t shall be referrefl U) 
the President for decision, and if no cxplanatloii 
Within the said period "« submfttcd by him, the re¬ 
payment of the advance shall be enforced in tbi 
manner prescribed under this sub-rule.” 
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9. For nile 14 of the said ral^, the following ri'le shall 
be substituted, namely : 

“14. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
if the sanctioning authority has reason to doubt that 
money I drawn as an advance from the Fuad under rule 12 
has bean utilised for a purpose other than that for which 
sanction was given to the drawal of the money, he shall 
communicate i > the subscriber: the reasons for his doubt and 
require him to expk.la in writing and within fifteen days 
of the receipt of such communicatk>n whether the advance 
ihas been utilised for the purpose for which sanction was 
given to the drawal of the money. I the sanctiontrng 
authority is not satisfied with the explanation furnished by 
the subscriber within the said period of fifteen days, the sanc¬ 
tioning authority shall direct the subscriber to repay the 
amount in question to the Fund forthwith or, in default, 
order the amount to the recovered by deduction in one lump¬ 
sum from the emoluments of the subscriber even if he be 
on leave. If, however, the total amount to be repaid be 
more than half the subscriber’s monthly emoluments, recoveries 
Ehail be made in monthly instalments of moieties of his 
emoluments till the entire amount is repaid by him. 

NOTE-.-—The Term ‘emoluments’ in the rule dow not 
include subsistence grant'. 

To. In rule 15, of the said rules (1) in sub-rule (1), (a) 
in clause (B>, ti) for the wards and brackets “after the com- 
filetion of ten years of serwee (including broken period o£ 
service, if any) of a subscriber or Within ten years before 
the dale of retirement on superannuation, which is earlier, 
the following words shall be substituted, namely; “during 
the service of a subsoriher’’, 

(ii) in sub-clause (a) after the word ‘site* the following 
words shail. be inserted, namely 

“or any payment towards allotment of a plot or flat by 
the Djslhi Development Authority, State Housing Board of a 
House Building Society’’. 

(b) for clause (c) the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely; 

“(C) within twelve months before the date of subscriber’s 
retirement on superannuation from the amount standing to 
the credit in the Fund without linking to atiy purpose”. 

(c) after clause (c) and before the Notes thereunder the 
following clause shall be added namely :— 

“(D) Once during the course of a financial year, an 
amount equivalent to one year’s subscription paid by the 
subscriber tovrards the Group Insurance Scheme for Central 
Government employees on self-financing and contributory 
basis^ 

(2)—after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
added namely :— 

“(3) After sanctioning the withdrawal, the amount ^all be 
drawn on an authorisation from, the Accounts Officer in cases 
where the application for final payment had been forwarded 
to the AccountsOfficer under clause (ii) of sub-rule (3) of 
pale 34”. 

11. In rule 16 of the said rules, in sub-rule (i)f after 
second proviso, the following proviso shall fie added namely; 

“Provided also that the' withdrawal admissible under rule 
TS(1)(C) shall, not exceed 90 percent of the amoimt stand¬ 
ing to the credit of the subscribe^ in the fund”. 

(2) in sub-rule (2), the following proviso shall he added 
namely.;-— 

- “Provided that before repayment.of a withdrawal is enforc¬ 
ed, under this sub-rule, the subKribsr . shall be given an 
cpportiufity. to. .explain, in writiTig' nad within .fifteen days of 
tte. receipt of the -communi.catiofh .gs, to why the repayment 
shffil not be-enforced;-and if .the I sanctioning authority is not 


satisfied -with the explanation or no- explanation is submitted 
by the subscriber within the period specified above, the sanc¬ 
tioning authority shall enforce the repayment in the mafiaer 
prescribed' under subrule. 

12. In rule 33-A, in the opening paragraph, after the 
word ‘on the death of a subscriber’ the words and figures 
and letter ‘on or before 30th September 1991 and to whoai 
nde 33 B does not apply’ shall be inserted. 

13. After, rule 3.3-A of the sai.d rules the following rule 
shall be inserted namely 

“33-B Deposit linked Insurance Revised Scheme—On th* 
death of a subscriber,' the perk>'n entitled to receive the 
amount standing to the credit of the subscriber shall be paid 
by the Accounts Officer an additional amount equal to the 
average balance in the account during the three years imme¬ 
diately preceding the ‘death of such subscriber, subject to 
th following conditions namely 

(a) the balance at the credit of such subscriber shall not 
at, ‘any time , during the three years preceding the month dL 
death have fallen below the limits of :— 

(i) Rs. 12000 in the case of a subscriber who has held, Tor 
;he greater part of the aforesaid, period of three years,, a 
pest the maximum of the pay scale of which is fc. 4000 cw 
more; 

(ii) Rs. 7500 m case of ’a subscriber who'had held for. the 
greater part of the aforesaid period of three years, a post 
the maximum of the pay scale of which is Rs. 2900 or 
inofo but less than Rs. 4000; 

(ill) Rs. 4500 in the case of a subscriber who has held 
for the greater part of the aforesaid period of three years, 
a post the maximum of the pay scale of which Is Rs.TlSl 
dr more but less than Rs. 2900; 

(iy);Rs. 3.000 in the case of a subscriber who has held 
for the greater part of the aforesaid period of three years, 
a po.st the maximum of the pay scale of which is less than 
Rs. 1151. 

(b) the additiotial amount payable under this rule shall not 
exceed Rs. 30,000. 

(c) the subscriber has put in ut least five years service at 
the time of hislher death. 

NOTE.l—^The average balance shall be worked out on the 
basis of the balances at the credit of the subscriber 
at the end of rach of the thirty six months, preced¬ 
ing the month in which the death'occurs. For this 
purpose, as also for checking the minimum balance 
prescribed above, 

(a) the balance at the end of March, sh'all include the 
annual interest credited in terms of rule 11; and, 

(b> if the last of the aforesaid thirty-six months Ts not 
March, the baiance at the end of the said last Bionih 
shall toclude interest in respect of the period from 
the begining of the finaacial year in which death 
occurs to the end of the said last month. 

•NOTE.2—Payment under this scheme shall be in whole rupee. 

If an amount due included a fraction of a rupee, 
it s,hall be rounded off to the nearest rupee (50 
paise counting as the next higher rupee). 

NOTE.3-—Any sum payable under this scheme is in the 
nature of insurance money and the statutory protec¬ 
tion given by section 3 ctf the Provident Fund Act, 
1925 (Act 19 of 1925) does not aoolv to luta 
payable .ujffier this scheme- 
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Note 4. The scheme also applies to those subscribers to 
the funds who are transterred to an autonomous orga¬ 
nisation consequent upon conversion of a Govern¬ 
ment Department into such a body and who on such 
transfer, opt in terms of option given to them to 
subscribe 10 the Fund in accordance with these 
rules. 

Note 5(a) In case of a Government servant v/ho has been 
admitted to the benefits of the Fund under rule 35 
or 35A, bat died before completion of three years 
of service or as the case may be, five years of 
service from the date of his admission to the Fund, 

the period of his service under the previous employer 
in respect where of the amount of his subscription 
and the employer’s contribution, if any, together wifh 
interest have been recovered, shall cpimt for the 
purposes of clause (a) and clause (c). 

(b) In case of persons appointed on tenure basis 
and in the case of re> empIoyed pensioners, service 
rendered from the datt of such appointment or re¬ 
employment, as the case may be, only will count 
for purposes of this rule. 

(e) The scheme docs not apply to persons appointed 
on contract basis. 

Note 6. The Budget Estimates of expenditure in respect 
of this scheme shall be prepared by the Accounts 
oflicer responsible for maiateitatice of the accourt 
of the Fund having regard to the trend of expendi¬ 
ture, in the same mauncr tfs estimates are pieparsd 
for other retirement benefits. 

14. In rule 34 of the said rules.—(1) in sub-rule (2), the 
following proviso shall be added namely;— 

“Provided that where no manager has been appointed 
and the .person to whom the sum is payable is certi¬ 
fied by a Magistrate to be a lunatic the payment 
shall under the orders of the Collector be made in 
terms of sub-section (1) of, section 95 of the Indian 
Lunacy Act, 1912 to the person having charge of 
such lunatic and the Accounts Officer shall pay 
only the amount which he thinks fit to the person 
having charge of the lunatic and the surplus, if any, 
or such part thereof, as he thinks fit, shall be paid 
for ihs maintenance cf such members of th.e luna¬ 
tic's family as are dependent on him for mgintenance 


(a) in sub-rule (3) for clause (i) the following clause shell 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(i) To enable a subscriber to submit an application for 
withdrawal of the mnouut in the Fund, the Head of 
the Office shall send to every subscriber necessary 
torms either one year in advance of the date on 
which the subscriber attains the age of superannua¬ 
tion or before the dale of his anticipated retirement 
if earlier, v/ith instructions that they should be 
returned to him ciuly completed wihin a period of 
one month from the cute of receipt of the forms 
by the subscriber. The subscriber shall submit the 
application to the Accounts Officer through the 
Head of Office or Department for payment of the 
amount in the Fund. The application shall be 
made;— 

(A) for the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
as specified in the accounts Statement, for the 
year ending one year prior to the date of his 
Eiiperannualion, or his anticipated date of retire¬ 
ment, or 

(B) for the ansount specified in Ms ledger account In 
case the Accounts statement has not been re¬ 
ceived by the subscriber; 

for clause (ii>, the following clause shall be substi¬ 
tuted namely;— 

(ii) The Head of Office/Department shall forward the 
application to the Accounts Officer indicating the 
recoveries effected against the advances which are 
still current and the number of instalments yet to be 
recovered and also indicate the withdrawals, if ahy, 
taken by the subscriber after the period covered by 
the last statement cf the subscriber’s account sent 
by the Accounts Officer”.
